Ohio's bid on tne blanket 
bond for the Bureau of Accounts was $4, 564.3 { and ior^the 
bianke l bond on the Division of Disbursement, ^,160.3-+. . ine 
second bidder. Indemnity Insurance Company of north America, 
bid $3,133o5 on form 1664, but it should be noted that oneir 
bid on I065 (the one which Interests us) was lower than Ohiu s 
$2 627.05. Their bids on the blanket bonds were even higher 
than Ohio's. Lumbermens Mutual bid $3,547 on. both i6b4 and 
lc&5, were low bidders for the blanket bond for the Bureau of 
Accounts at $3,715*65, and uid not bid on the other blanket 
bond.
